Photographing of the interior Ha- 
inan voice mechanism during nor- 
mal speech has been accomplished 
for the first time at Ohio State Uni- 
versity here by Professor G. Oscar 
Russell, of the university phonetic*, 
laboratory, it was revealed to-day. 

Professor Russell declared he is 
convinced, as a result of the first 
photographs, that many previously 
conceived theories regarding the 
voice will have to be modified if not 
revolutionized. Unlocking of vocal 
secrets which may be expected to 
follow, he observed, may be felt in 
the radio industry, telephone, pho- 
nograph making, voice culture, 
teaching of languages and teaching 
deaf-mutes to speak. 

Kvidence is given in the first 
photographs, Professor Russell de- 
clared, that the hyoid bone, at the 
base of the tongue, and the so-call- 
ed false vocal cords, contrary to ac- 
cepted belief, aid in producing the 
vawel sounds, that certain theories 
of voice teaching have been based 
on false premises, and that previous 
theories of what part the vocal cord? 
play and what the function of the 
vocal cavities is, will have to be 
modified. 

The photographs were obtained 
with a full-sized camera, linked to 
a tube about the size of a lead 
pencil, arranged to conform to the 
contonr of the mouth, and contain- 
ing mirrors, lenses and prisms anc* 
a lighting device. The tube wa« 
devised by Professor Russell and the 
lighting was the work of Professor 
Raymond Weeks, of Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

To broaden his experiments, 
Professor Russell will pass six 
months in the phonetics laboratory 
at Columbia University. He leaves 
for New York tomorrow.

All this is not to deny the advantages 
and the charms of other zones, each of 
which has for its own people a peculiar 
appeal. Hut we do wish our fellow Ameri- 
cans of the North to bear in mind that 
when their skies turn too dark and their 
winds too bitter, the sunniest of welcomes 
awaits them in the land of the peach and 
the rose. 



The true saying that : " man pro- 
poses, and God disposes," was 
orought home to this writer quite 
forcibly during this Christmas. 
After buying up a truck load of all 
kinds of Christmas junk, including 
one bicycle and two tricycles, for 
our three little grandsons, we found 
ourselves, on December 20th, shut 
up and quarantined with one of the 
little boys, who was taken down 
with diphtheria.

THBIR FEET 

Saturday night, December 18th, 
in front of two madly cheering gal- 
leries in Old Jim, the Buff and 
Blue cagemen tore through the de- 
fense of the Arnold College quintet 
for a decisive victory of 40-25.

Exhibiting exceptional speed 
and skillful teamwork, Gallaudet 
tossers swept the Arnold College 
five off their feet laslyiight, to score 
a 40 to 25 victory in the opening 
game on the Kendall Greeners' 
schedule, played on their home court. 

Cosgrove, Gallaudet left forward, 
put up a brilliant performance dur- 
ing the 20 minutes he was in the 
game. He accounted for 13 of the 
22 points registered by his team be- 
fore half time was called. 

Cook, right guard on the visiting 
squad, was the backbone of his ag- 
gregation. Not only iid he lead in 
scoring honors, but he was the pivot 
around which the most plays were 
made. Good headwork, coupled 
with alertness, marked his perfor- 
mance. 

The Kendall Greeners got off to a 
good start, when Cosgrove scored 
twice from the field shortly after the 
referee's whistle called for action. 
This was followed by an additional 
points scored from the foul line and 
another field goal, collected while 
Arnold accounted for a line point.
